According to law and custom I herewith submit this re- 
port of the schools of this town for the fiscal year. No 
~ attempt will be:made to make this a comprehensive report 

since my duties have been in effect for only a compare lively 
small part of the school year. . 


_ We.are fortunate to have such Paktad and Serine 
teachers in our schools. This is especially so considering 
the very acute teacher shortage which exists throughout 
the State today. Many leading educators predict that the 
situation will “not change materially for several years to 
come. We are grateful to these teachers for remaining on 
the job and continuing their fine work. 


Recently Miss Zeta Brown, Director of Elementary Edu- 
cation, visited the schools. Her help and suggestions were 
welcome and stimulating to all. She emphasized the fact 
that our primary concern was the physical well-being of 
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the child. The attractiveness of the Clark School building 
which was thoroughly renovated last year was commented 
upon. It is hoped that this year we may do the same with 
the Marsh School providing we can obtain the necessary 

help. 


This year the enrollment is 64 in the three schools: 
Ferry, 26; Marsh, 20; Clark, 18. There are High School 
students attending Bucksport, Stockton Springs, Searsport 
and Winterport. It is hoped that all students will avail 
themselves of the opportunity of continuing their education 
through high school with a realization of what an educa- 
tion will mean to them in later life particularly in the post- 
war years. | 


There is one major problem facing the citizens of Pros- 
pect. This is the matter of a building program which is 
Inevitable. At the present time we are using the building 
at the Fort. This cannot continue any great length of time 
and we certainly would not want to continue with it. with 
conditions as they exist. Only last month Mr. William O. 
Bailey, Deputy Commissioner in charge of Planning and 
Research, visited the schools. He states that he is con- 
vinced that the building at the Fort is not suitable jfor 
three reasons. 


1. It is not adequately lighted. It has only onethird 
the glass area required for classroom purposes. 


2. The heating system is such that only part of the 
room is warm enough for occupancy. 


3. The chemical toilets are not satisfactory. 
And I quote the remainder of his letter. 


“TI realize that this building is being: used temporarily to 
replace the building lost by fire. However, the fact re- 
mains that children cannot receive educational benefits 
under such conditions comparable with those being offered 
other children under more desirable conditions. 
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“Until such time as this office can be assured that the 
town of Prospect is making every effort possible to remedy . 
this situation, we must assume that its obligation to pro- 
vide suitable school facilities is not being met and we shall 
consider it our duty to recommend to the Governor and 
Council that state funds be withheld from the town. 


“The appropriation of part of the funds necessary to 
build a new building at the annual town meeting, coupled 
with action on the part of the town to build as soon as con- 
ditions permit would assure us of the good faith of the 
citizens of Prospect and lead us to the conclusion that exist- 
ing conditions will be remedied as soon as possible.” 


The above quotation is Supa aye as to the reason 
for the article in the warrant. |
